The Country of the Nile, 


The New York Journal of Commerce, fu 
speaking of the recent discovery of the sources 
of the Nile, says; 

There ів one point of interest in connection 
with the discovery of the sources of the Nile, 
which may become of commercial importance, 
At loast а portion of the newly discovered river 
runs through n country that bas long been des- 
ignated on some maps ав Kaffa, a genera) des- 
ignation for an unexplored tract, bordering on 
the Abyssinian possessions, and claimed some- 
times ав a part of Abyssinia, but manifestly not 
во. Whence came this namo Kaffa does not ap- 
pears but from И, without much doubt, came 
the word which in во many languages is nearly 
iheeame—coffee, For the use of coffee as a 
beverage originated in this same country, Abys- 
ginig, and civilization adopted it from bar- 
bariam. In the sixteenth century some European 
residents at Aden, on the Red Sea, learned of 
the native Abyesinians оп the opposite coast to 
make а decoction of the burned seeds of an 
African shrab or tree, and used [t especially as 
a drink when they desired to keep awake at 
night, The Turks had not at this time became 
coffee drinkers at ull, Doubtless tho Abyssini- 
aus assigned the origin of the custom tu Кайа, 
the remotest portion of Ethiopia known to 
them ; and hence the name which the berry re- 
ceived. It is somewhat remarkable. too, that 
while coffee grows freely in all tropical parta 


7077 Jof the world, the best coffee is grown in this 


same neighborhood, whence the custom of using 
it eame, The encouragement of direct trade 
with the interior provinces opened by Speke’s 
journey will not be unlikely to have an effect 
оп ће produce Uf coffee, aud on the qualities 
with which oar market is furnished, Mocha, 
the port whose name is attached to the highest 
grade of сойсо, ів not for from Aden, The 
probability seems to be that the superiority of 
Mocha cotfee is due not so mach to soil or gual- 
ity of trees as to the dry climate which permits 
a porfect ripening of the berry, without requiv- 
ing the process of fomentation that is used else- 
wwhere for the separating the seed from the pulp. 
Mocha furnishes, however, but s very small 
quantity of coffes to oar market, and the whole 
amount exported to all couuttles is exceedingly 
small ia proportion to Brazil, Java, Ceylon and 
the Wegt Iudia Islands, Most of the Mecha 
coffed ia used iu oriental countries, The trade 
might well he encouraged, by inducing the in- 
habitants in Kaila and around Lake Nyanza to 
grow and trade it for cotton cloth, or the other 
articles which now tempt them to pursue the 
elephant for ivory, 

A provalont error is made In. attributing the 
ust of coffee, ag of tobacco, originally to the 
Turka, They probably learned the use of both 
from the Christian nations of Europe. Гог 
donbtless the inhublinots of Aden hud seen the 
usó by the Abyssinians of this drink for centu- 
rics without adopting it until Europeans led 
them to it, If this be so, much of the tradi- 
tional veneration of the Turkish coffee falls to 
the ground, ‘There is no reason why they 
should koow how to make coffoo any botter than 
we, Nor do thoy, The Turks and Arabs love 
coffee for the sake of the burned berry itself, 
and not for tho liqnid infusion, Hence they 
uso it more na we use chocolate. Thoy burn 
the berry with great care, pound it in ъ mortar 
to an Impalpallo powder, and muke the liquid 
mixture thick and sweet. Thoy mix a large 

папу of the powder with cold water in a 
little tia ог copper pot, warm it over the coals 
till ip boils, put in sugar, and sip the compound 
with a loud nolse of the lips and liquid. It is} 
unqaéstionably good for #0050 who like tho 
tastu of tho coffco berry, but itis not at ail to 
tha taste of tho lovor of eafe-an-lait. A common 
notion fa that the Turks do not use sugar ід 
Qoffoo, Whero it ів scarce thoy do not; but 
whore 16 can be procured at moderate prices 
thoy use large | bein making their coffee 
very sweet, It lins been romarked as curions, 
thot the distinativo principles known us coffeine 
їй coffee is idontical with the tecine in toa, and 
alep with tho principle zheobromine in cogon, 
which articles aro пвей for ordinary fond or 
drink by natives of different parta of the world ; 
and this same prlisiple furnishes the human 
ву ош with bile, all of which goes to indicato

Ep. Reo :—Our party, consisting of Ave, left Star City 
on the 29th of July, on a prospecting tour, going in o 
northwesterly direction, Nono of us knew the exact 
Place of destination. Arriving at the Humboldt river In 
the carly part of the day, wo camped for a goad rest pre- 
paratory to starting across the long desert that lay beforo 
us, stretching for а distance of near oxty milos withont 
a drop of water, The next afterneon, about 3 o'clock, 
we packed up, filled onr canteens with water, and start- 
ed, hoping to got over befora the excessive heat of the 
next diy camo проп us; but we did not necomplish it, 
ав it «ras Inte in the afternoon before wo reached what 
із called Charilo Deliplzin's Ranch, v bero we found géod 
grass and water, Our animals auGered dreadfully, We 
stayed here until the next morning. This day we trov- 
cled а distunco of twenty-five miles, to what [s called 
Fish Creek, Here wa found a beautiful valley, with 
bbund nce of good grass and water, and plenty of fish, 
ducks, sage hens, bare, and coyotes. Our shot guns were 
indespensnble articles, and were freely used with good 
effect The next morning we ttarted for Pueblo monn- 
toin — distant ubuat forty miles, in a northweotorly 
direction. From this place ft presents a most beautiful 
and grand appearance ; being high, round, and perfectly 
smooth. This mountain is near the centor of Pueblo 
District. Ard here let mo say this district 18 bound te 
be second to noue, 02 ovory one will say who hao seen 
the ledges; thoy are very wide, well defined, and show 
as much, or oven more, mineral from the top than any in 
the mountains, 

Having neither time, flour or bacon to spare, vo de= 

termined to start for the next mountain south, In range 
with Puchlo, a little over halfday’s travel. Here we 
were joined by five other anxious prosp ctors. Travcl- 
Ing abont flíteen miles, we camo to а lako. Tho change 
was truly refreshing; cspectally after seoing nothing but 
sand aud воро brash so tong.

In no singlo inatanco 
han the гог that hys been worked from tho various 
ledgen, proved to tho contrary, Tho'Empiro’ company 
pald much beyond that Aguro, tho *Oroesus! paid noar 
$1,000 per tun, and was worked In the Sheba mill at Star, 
The ‘Manitowoc’ company, of this district, forwarded 
9,000 pounds of thelr average rock tu san Franeisco.— 
After paying 8 cents per pound for carting to Red Bluff, 
shipping down the river, drayingin San Francisco, and 
$100 per tun for working, the company recelved a net 
profit of about $900; and the firm who worked it, wrote 
to the company that the metal could bo easily saved by 
ordinary procens.

Tho Indians commenced hostilittes on the 2d of March, 
and were not subdued until the middle of Juno, We 
had three regular fights during that timo, in. which one 
man was Killed and віх wounded, The Indians’ loss in 
killed amounted to 105; besides wo destroyed all thoir 
provisiong, kee After that they sued for peace, and 
about 900 of thom were collected and sont to Fert Tejon 
Reservation, 

Owon's Valley ig sottling up rapidly, All the land of 
any value ів already taken up, and familles hving upon 
it. The mountains are all rich in mineral, and quite a 
number of mining dhatrlota have beon formed. Ban Carlos 
and Bend City are two flourishing Ше towna in Inyo 
District ў the former has a population af 600, and some 
sixty houses nro in process of erection, The scarcity of 
wood is the only drawback to this country. Some of the 
ledges fn this diatrlot are rich; the stock of the ‘Green 
Monster” selling for $100 per foot, White Mountain 
District, somo sixty-five milca above, is also considered 
rich; but little prospecting hus yet been done. Coso 
District, about thirty-five miles from the Little Lake, ta 
supposed to be good, but not ap extensive ax the others;

There were about thirty of them in a amall 
room, entirely naked, engaged in the wild Afri- 
can dance around в pot filled with all вогів of 
charma. When the officers appeared, all the 
‘vorshippera’ made frantic efforts to escape, 
but twenty of them were secured, includiag two 
demure-looking white women who bod been 
participating in the performances. They were 
allowed to dress, and then marched off to the 
station house. This morning, the whole party 
was brought before Judge Hugbes on the charge 
of ‘being engaged in on unlawful assemblage 
for the putpose of bringing down the curee of 
our Heaveuly Father upon the heads of those 
tbey wished to be revenged upon, common | 
called a Voudou assembly’? When they were 
called upon for trial, Mandaverri and Abell 
appeared, and seked for time to prepare the 
delense, and thoy were allowed till the next 
morning. There is a great interest taken in 
these African mysteries by the colored populo- 
tion, and there are many proselyter among the | 
white women of the city. These rites are very i 
enrious, borrowed fram ihe idolotries of the 
fetigh or serpent worshippers of Africa. They 
nre performed by tbe Voturies perfectly nade, 
led hy the Voudou queen, dancing and singing í 
some Wild вопр around а cauldron of charms, | 
placed in their center, something after the man- į 
ner of the witches in Macbeth, The colored ; 
people place preat reliance in tbe power of the 
Voudou queens—think them the arbitera of fate 
Һас they hold io their hands the lives and 
fortunes of а11 men, and by the power of their 
charms can accomplish good or evil at pleature. 
The bowls in which the Voudous performed 
their 1ncantatione, around which they betd their j 
midnight orgits and danced their dances of ev- | 
chantment, were brought into the Provost 
Court, and subjected to a close scrutiny by all 
present, Опе was abuat tbe rize of a large 
punch bowl, while the other was much smaller. 
At the commencement of their infernal dance 
the bowls had contained а mysterious compound, 
made of enchanted ingredients, baving the nap- 
pearance of à common ginger cake, with four 
lighted candles in the center of each; bnt as 
tho nude dancers capered round the bowl, each ] 
threw in ber offering to increase the power of 
the spell, and the result was that the bowls 
presented à curious mixture of oll sorts of 
things. There were almonds and raising, sugar 
pluma and sugar kiesen, candlee, nuts and con- 
lections of every description, while crowning 
the charms were several locks of grayish wool, 
eut from the bead, wa suppose, of each of the 
worshippers. It is surprising the number of 
white women, some calling themselves ladies, 
who it is enid take part in these unseemly myt- 
teries, They are made próselytes to the faith 
by the fetish queens, wbo induce them to be- 
lieve they сап furnieh them with potent love 
charme, and other agencies of an unnatural 
character.
